The Groſs of Mankind, Gentlemen, are 
not capable of knowing the many Qualifi- 
cations neceſſary to compleat a Phyſician ; 
much leſs of finding out where theſe Qua- 


lifications exiſt : They ſuppoſe you muſt be 


very learned, very wiſe, and what not ; and 
from this Suppoſition, they revere your 

Perſons, and liſten to your Opinions, as ſo 
many facred Oracles: Though they are not 
able themſelves to comprehend your inſcru- 
table Perfections, like thoſe of the Deity, 
they admit their Exiſtence; and, like the 
| hedge, build Altars to the Unknown.

Thus, under the Roſe, and betwixt 
Friends, it may be acknowledped, that 
there is little elſe neceſſary to equip a 
Man for a Phyſical Campaign, than a long 
Wig, a grave Countenance, a few hard 
Names of Drugs and Poiſons, a neat Cha- 
riot, and the Opinion of ſome two or 
three faſhionable Families, There are, it 
1s true, ſome who will have it, that more Ti. 
gredients are wanting; ſuch as a Heart

paſſion, or the leaſt Tincture of Remorſe ; 


and a tolerable Share of Aſſurance, veiled 
with a falſe Shew of Modeſty : We own 
theſe laſt Qualifications are not at all amiſs, 


and may make as eminent a Figure in 


a Phyſician, as in an Undertaker; but they 
are not to be purchaſed at firſt ſetting 


cout, they are only to be acquired by Ha- 
bit, and a long Practice of either of the 


Profeſſions : But we know that a Gentle- 
man, thus equipped, will make as good a 
Figure in the Phyſical World, as if he 


had paſſed his Courſe of the Univerſity, 
taken his Degree at Padua or Leyden, and 
read his Eyes out in the Study of the an- 


tient and modern Medical Lectures. 


v our Worſhips, we hope, will pardon 


us, if we ſay, though we admire your un- 
limited Knowledge as a collective Body, we 
have a warm Affection to ſuch particular 
Members of your illuſtrivus Society, who 
have commenced Doctors, without trou- 
bling their Heads about thoſe old Hea- 
theniſnh Languages called Greek and Latin, 
or waſting their precious Time in ſtudy- 
ing needleſly the Theory of Phyſic.

Should your Worſhips once allow your 
Patients the free Uſe of their Reaſon, and 
the Liberty of Debate upon your Preſcrip- 
tions, we ſhould ſoon find as many Schiſms 
in Medical Doctrines, as there are in Reli- 
gion: Your Patients would no longer de- 
et the Name of Patients; they would 
no more implicitly believe in the Doctor's
